In  1640,  he  moved  to  Woburn  and  headed  the  list  of  seven  commiss¬ 
ioners  appointed  by  the  Church  for  effecting  the  settlement  of 
Woburn  and,  in  1644,  was  elected  a  member  of  the  first  board  of 
Selectmen  and  was  re-elected  each  year  until  his  death®  Was  one 
of  the  first  Deacons  of  the  Woburn  Church  and  served  as  a  Deputy 
to  the  General  Court*  Edward  Converse  was  known  as  a  man  of  in¬ 
fluence,  energy,  strength  of  character,  and  of  substantial  estate* 


Note:  The  name  CONVERSE  had  many  translations  over  the  centuries* 

The  French  spelling  de  COXGNIERS  soon  became  COHIERS  in  England , 
then  COLTERS ■>  The  first  several  generations  of  the  family  in  Am¬ 
erica,  spelled  their  name  CONYERS  and  in  the  early  1700's  both 
CONYERS  AND  COPY  ERSE  were  used  by  members  of  the  family® 

Mr*  William  G*  Hill  in  his  record  of  the  Conyers  family,  in  England 
states  that  he  has  certified  copies  of  Church  Registry  both  in 
Wakerly  and  Blaston  showing  that  the  Edward  Oonvers  who  settled  in 
Woburn,  Massachusetts,  was  the  son  of  Christopher  of  Wakerly,  North 
ampton,  England  and  that  the  'Wakerly  members  of  the  Conyers  family
